The Case for a Canadian Defence Council 


JN PRECEDING articles attention has 
been drawn to the great dangers in- 
herent in the appointment of a single 
commander-in-chief (chief of defence), 
with absolute authority over all other 
officers, alone responsible to the. govern- 
ment on all functions of our defence 
services and chief adviser to the govern- 
—— . ,.a$. envisaged in _ 
the current white paper on defénce"*~ 
History has repeatedly illustrated the 
fallacy of granting such powers 
to any single indivilual. In place of this 
arrangement it is strongly advocated 


_.that-this-—function--be-carried-out—by-a— 


defence council of senior officers, repre- 
sénting not the three distinct branches-of - 
the service but rather the three func- 
tions in defence—i.e., operations, supply 
and administration (of all three services). 

The clearést arguments against the 
“commander-in-chief” principle are per- 
haps set forth in Britain in the Esher 
report of 1904... Although the Esher com- 
mission dealt primarily. with army or- 
ganization alone, the same principles -of 
organization are just as valid today in 
the projected unified defence force for 
Canada. Some of the relevant views of 
the Esher report might well be reviewed, 


Principal Weakness
